Things were very quiet at the city 
police station last night. Chief Car- 
penter went home eurly, and did not 


teappear at his office, but Captain 
Simpson, chief of detectives, and a 
large number of his subordinates were 
on deck, It is significant that with 
the reinforcement of the detective 
staff during the past two nights, there 
has been almost a complete cessation 
of the carnival of crime, On Thurs- 
dey night, when Captain Simpson was 
at his desk throughout the night for 
the first time since his appointment, 
the waile members of the detective 
staff scoured the city in a systematic 
search for criminals, nothing unusual 
was reported; and last night the same 
satisfactory state of things prevailed, 


Detectives Meet Trains. 


With the co-operation of the rail- 
way police, some of the detectives met 
the trains last night in an effort to ar- 
rest the thugs, confidence men, and 
pickpockets who are on their way to 
the city for the exhibition, but . al- 
though several suspects were shadow- 
ed, no arrests were made. 

aLst night six uniform, instead of 
the usual four, left the central station 
at 11 p.m. to patrol the centre of the 
city, and it is stated that there would 
have been another’ patrolman last 
night but for the fact that one more 
uniform man has beef drafted into 
the detective department, meking sev- 
enteén men now on plain clothes duty. 
The lgtest addition to the detective 
foree~is Constable Johnson. ‘ 

The sole topic > of conversation 
amongst the members of the ‘depart- 
ment is still, of course, the revelations 
published’ in the Bulletin yesterday 
morning. It ts believed that Chief 
Carpenter has had several of his offi- 
cers on the carpet in an endeavor to 
determine whether any of them hada 
been in the habit of divulging to the 
press matters connected with the in- 
ternal economy of the department, 
but, as far as could be learned, his 
efforts were fruitless, although none 
of the men approiched hy the chief 
would discuss the matter, 

It is the corcensus of opinion 
amongst the menibers of the depart- 
ment that the article published in the 
Bulletin is accurate in every detail, 
One member, who did hot wish his 
name published, remarked, ‘“‘None of 
the charges can be refuted. The won- 
der is that they did not come to light 
weeks ago. The abuses complained 
of were known to nearly every man 
on the staff.” 


Statements Correct. 


Another member stated that the dis- 
tribution of the men, as tabulated in 
the Bulletin, showing only eight pa- 
trolmen throughout the whole city, 
from 11 p.m. to’7 a.m., was absolutely 
correct. “There have been extra men 
oceasionally,” he said. “Norwood 
Boulevard, for instance, has been pa- 
trolled possibly half a dozen nights 
this year, but not more, and _ other 
districts have received similar scant 
attention. An exam’ tion of the po- 
lice records, if they ..e correcily en- 
tered up, will prove ‘ie truth of the 
Bulletin’s statement.

Almost Continuous Riots’ in 
Steerage

New York, Aug, 8.—Officers of the 
Cunard liner Pannonia, wrich arrived 
here today from Trieste, reports that 
@ miniature Balkan war occurred 
aboard almost continuously during the 
twenty-six days’ voyage. 

Among the steerage passengers were 
several hundred ex-volunteers, Ser- 
viang, Greeks, Bulgarians and Turks, 
who were returning to this country aft- 
ter takitig part in the Balkan war. 
Frequent riots between these hoatile 
factions’ in the first few days resulted 
in several combatants going to the 
hospital with severe stab wounds, 
Captain Capper thereupon ordered 1 
general disarming but the fighting 
continued with whatever missile was 
at hand, 

Then the nationalities were separat- 
ed into groups, but on meeting for 
meals the battle was resumed. As a 
precautionary measure the stewards 
removed knives and forks from the 
tables, all the steerage passengers, of 
whom there were 1,121, being obliged 
to eat with apoons.

mechanies as a class are regarded 
as among the nation’s very best 
citizens 

If in a town of seven thousand 
ivbulitants, five thousand are 
civectly connected with some 
phase of mechanics, one would 
naturally look for a certain iden- 
tifying inclination in the eduea- 
tional and social life of the town 
Civic improvements ure also as- 
sociated with a smart industrial 
class of people, and the outward 
appearance of the community 
would bear evidence of the thrifty 
intelligent population. The civic 
status can, in a way be estimated 
by the amount of taxes the one 
thousand men and the industry 
itself would contribute each year 
to the town’s exchequer. The 
assessed value of real and_ per- 
sonal property in the town be- 
eame $1,500,000 with the acquisi- 
tion of the industry employing 
one thousand mechanies, The rate 
of taxes heeame 22 mills on the 
dollar, so the total revenue from 
this source would be $33,000 a 
year. 

With the annual payment of 
taxes added to the total expenftli- 
ture on buildings, food and eloth- 
ing, you have in all 2,428,350 
turned into the town in one year 
through the coming of one great 
industry. In conclusion, one may 
again note the prodigious results 
which are effected by the pres- 
ence in Canada of some 435,000 
artisans. In round figures these 
men mean at least $1,056,332,250 
to the Dominion. 

An industry employing one 
thousand hands may be regarded 
as a large one, but the same per- 
centage of results would follow 
in larger or smaller plants, so that
